ton's birthday was celebrated in elab- 
orate 
manner by the university of 


Pennsylvania today. 


Those honored with degrees were 


Rear-Admiral Melville, D. S., Right 
Rev. Henry C. Potter, doctor of laws, 
President Henry C. Pritchett, Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology, Presi- 
dent Wm. L. Prather university of 
Texas, and Clement B. Penrose all doc- 
tor of laws. 


Bishop Potter said in part: 
And now, my brothers, with this in- 


teresting and matchless >personallty in 
your minds, as I have endeavored thus 
hurriedly to articulate it to you, may I 
ask you to turn -with me for the few 
moments that remain to us to the situ- 
ation which confronts the American 
scholar today, and his high responsi- 
bility in regard to it? It is, in one 
word, theresponsibility 
of such an 


estimate of life as was Washington's, 
distinguished always, as that was, by 
a wide and high outlo^. The interest- 
ing feature in our American problem 
today is not so much that, by conquest, 
by capital, by the exceeding cleverness 
of our various mechanisms, we have 
enlarged the American horizon, as the 
other and infinitely graver question 
how far we have enlarged and enn'obled 
the vision with which we view them! 
If imperialism means only more ave- 
nues of trade, more consumers of our 
\vares, more toutletss for our congested 
products, more ships, and steel rails, 
and cheap cotton cloth, and a wider 
sphere for the bagman and the peddler, 
large or sviall, as the casi may be, 
then it is only a vulgar and sordid, 
and, 
ptosibly, very degradaed, thing. 


And the worst of "all is that, to a great 
multitude of minds, that is all it does 
mean, or can, by any ordinary instru- 
mentality at work on the plane of 
such ambitions, be made to mean. 


But surely it does mean, or ought to 


mean, something else and more than 
that! Surely, a great nation ought to 
recognize that, after all, its life, its 
traditions, its achievements, its most 
precious deposits of high purpose, of 
noble manhood, of up-soaring faith, of 
splendid heroisms, ,of blameless in- 
tegrity, and of courageous self-sacrifice 
are the best treasures that it has, and 
the best gifts that it can impart! Surely 
a great people ought to have no desire 
to rule other people unless it can pass 
over to them the laws and the ideals 
•which has made it, in every brightest 
aspect of it, all that it is! 


And just here there enters, as I main- 


tain, the office and duty, in our genera- 
tion of the scholar. At a commence- 
ment dinner table in a western uni- 
versity, some years ago, I ventured to 
express my admiration for the uurpoee

which the president of the universit 
had just before announfced, to found, in 
connection with the university, a school 
o'i the mechanic arts; and, in illustra- 
tion of our need in America, of such 
training, I described some exquisite 
wrought-iron work which I had seeni in 


j Belgium, and which, then, no other 
' than a foreign-born and foreign-trained 


hand could possibly have achieved on 
this side of the Atlantic. When I sat 
down I was followed by a member of 
congress from another western state, 
who observed with a fine scorn: "I have 
listened to the reverent gent, and I 
want to tell him that we in America 
have nothing to learn from those e-lteet 
(sic) civilizations of the old world!" 
A yes, getnlemen, it is all that way 
that the drift lies just now! How and 
by whom are we to check or to arrest 
it? Onlyv I beg to say, and to say it 
explicitly, however distasteful it may be 
to anybody to hear it, by the college-. 
bred man, or by men who, like him, 
have been taugh to read, to think, and 
to remember. One is exasperated almost 
beyond measure often, in these days, 
by the apologetic tone which is taken 
about a unfiversity training, and, most 
of all, I think, by the reasoning which 
is .employed to justify or excuse it. 
Young men are told in fact, if not in 
florin, that their brains are merchandise 
and that^ihe college is the mill that will 
best coin them. Young men are ursred 
get a college education, shornl as mucH 
as possible of all classical training, or 
any other that cannot be converted im- 
mediately into a wage-earning product, 
because 
knowledge, 
and 
especially 


certain kinds of knowledge, is power iii 
precisely the same sense that a mill- 
dam and a dynamo are power. And so 
we are getting a class of students to 
•whom whole rang-es of highest learning 
—those that deal with the philosophy of 
history, with the sources of great social | 
and intellectual movements, wih poetry j 
literature anld the finer arts, with the 
foundations of ethics, personal, social 
national, are matter of large indiffer- 
ence. 


Believe me, gentlemen, that ifl our 


children are to have any republic that 
is worthy of the name to live in, such 
matters cannot afford to be! Whatever 
other classes we have an'3 converse in 
the land, artisan, agricultuist, trader, 


i shipper, railway builder or capitalist, 
there is no one among them all who can ' 
contribute one iota to national stability 
and natiorJil honor unless, behind and 
above tfiern, all alike, there is another 
class, tlie scholar class, who stand for 
ideas ont only, but for ideals, those high 
er standards and those enduring mea- 
surements of human wisdom and con- 
duct which are born first of infeight, and 
then of an enlightened outlook.

Jenkins, charging Frank Ballard with 
the murder of Mrs. Josephine E. Jen- 
kins by shooting on Feb. 18, and that, 
she died from the effects of said shot 
about 12 hours later. 


Ballard was then placed under arrest 


by Deputy Sheriff 
Gushman, and 


brought to this city last night Bal- 
lard saya that he is innocent of the 
charge against him, and that the shoot- 
Ing was purely accidental. 
Said he: 


"Mrt. Jenkins was always very kind 
to me, and we never had any trouble. 
Had she been my mother she could not , 
bare been more kind to me."

With tears in his eyes he then ex- ' 


plained how the shooting occurred. He 
aald he did not understand the use of 
firearms and bad been told by Mr. Jen- 
kin* never to touch the gun, but had a 
Vtrong desire to learn how to shoot rt. 
After Mr. Jenkins left the house on j 
that Monday mprning Mrs. Jenkins I 
went to the yard to hang out her wash- j 
Ing, and Ballard thought it would be a 
good time to try tiie gun. 


"I went to raise the hammer of the 


gun," said he, "when ray thumb slipped 
and the hammer flew back. There was 
a loud report 
I heard a scream and 


when the smoke cleared away I saw 
the form of Mrs. Jenkins lying on the 
floor. I did not see her before the gun 
was discharged. I was so badly fright- 
ened I did not know what to do. I 
finally threw the cartridges away out 
in the field, and put the gun back where 
I found it. I ran to the house of Sar- 
gent Jenkins, ,where I told him that 
someone had shot Mrs. Jenkins 
I af- 


terwards told him the< man who shot 
her ran down the cellar stairs. I was 
so frightened I did not know what to 
do or say, but finally I confessed that 
I did the shooting." 


Ballard went to the Jenkins home 


on Jan. 1 last, being taken by them from 
a home in Boston, to be cared for. The 
prisoner says that he has two sisters 
who are well-to-do, residing in Massa- 
chusetts, but he refused to give their 
addresses, as he does not wish to dis- 
grace them. After Ballard was brought 
to this city his friends retained Ernest 
B. Folsom to defend him.

Looking Toward Maintaining Right* 


of All Nations Submitted to and Ac- 
cepted by Powers—Assent of Chinese 
Government a Secondary Matter 


Washington, Feb. 22.—The powers 


have accepted the principle that no fur- 
ther individual conces&iocs of territory 
iu China shall be sought or obtained by 
any one power without international 
assent. This agreement lias been made 
at the Instance of ihe United States gov- 
ernment. 


This agreement applies not only to 


Tientsin, where there has been some 
rivalry exhibited in the effort to ob- 
tain concessions for foreign settlements, 
but to all other Chinese point-?. 
The 


state department began this movement 
some time ago. 


It is surmised, though no admission 


on that point can be obtained, that the 
occupation by Russia of the important 
concession 
opposite Tientsin, includ- 


ing the railroad terminus, caused the in- 
itiation of this movement. 
It was 


. conceived that all of the powers might 
be willing to subscribe to n general 
principle which promised upoa its face 
to maintain the rights of all against 
selfish individual efforts. 


After the department had addressed 


each of the- powers on the subject, the 
answers received from nearly all ot 
them were an acceptance of the Ameri- 
can principle. 


So, hereafter, if any one nation seek'! 


to secure room for its Individual settle- 
ments, or like privileges, in ports or 
elsewhere in China, the application 
must be approved by the other powers 
before the Chinese government will l.o 
permitted to assniit, even if it so de- 
sires. 


There is another and very important 


part of the agreement and it is that the 
present is not the most opportune tjme 
for asking new concessions. It cannot 
be determined at this moment whether 
the conclusion aboVe announced is re- 
troactive in effect

raigned, 
while Thomas 
W. Lawson, 


who has become notable for his ^nu- 
merous attacks upon the Whitney in- 
terests, was just as strongly criticized, i 
Nearly every one of the leaders of the 
house spoke on the question, and the 
flow of oratory occupied over two hours. 


Mr. Saunders of Boston, who offered 


the substitute investigation order, led 
off with a half aa hour's speech, during 
which he claimed that the New England 
Gas and Cobe company was very large- 
ly over-capitalized, and that by its 
agreement with the Boston companies 
it could hold up the price of gas for 
50 year$.

American Woolen company are doing 
their best to maintain tli<; highest sched- 
ule that has ever been paid in thia 
country. 


"These particular girl employes were 


paid off in full, and are not in the em- 
ploy of the company, but by intimida- 
tion and otherwise have succeeded in. 
prevailing upon the remaining girls, 
who would like to work, to leave.

LOOKS LIKE TWAIN. 


THE FAMOUS HUMORIST HAS A DOU- 


BLE IN KANSAS. 


Ill* Ktune In Clemens, Too, and tUe 


Brltiikera Once Made Lli> Miser- 
able Fer Him by ImUlins That Ho 
Wan the Real ttud Duly Slurk. 


Mark Twain has a double nnd tho 


double doesn't like it a bit. As for Mark, 
no OBO knows tliat he cares — in fact, it is 
rnthor uncercnin whether the frrcat Mark 
knows of it. The double has Mark's own 
name, Clemens, with the prefixed initials 
of G. C. Ho is a Kansas socialist — it law- 
yer by trthle — and aa ho bears a striking 
resemblance to tbe real thing, he is often 
taken for It. in America and abroad. 
People say that thov uro cousins, and the 
•oclalist has to deny it every other day. 
Ho went to Europe years ago, and people 
there dined and wined him, believiup that 
they had tho real old stuff with them. 
Tho more ho tried to explain that it was 
all a mistake on their part, and tho mad- 
der that hs got, tho more tickled they 
were. 


'•Oh, Mr. Twain," they said, "you nre 


BO funny I Now wo see throngn it all, and 
you can't conceal your identity from us." 


This is what Mr. Clemens of Kansas 


says when "joshed" by his friends upon 
bis great relation: "I understand that 
Mark Twain is a man of good natured 
ability, and, had he turned his attention 
to some proper pursuit, be doubtless 
would haTO made his way in the world, 
stood well in society and perhaps hare 
been mayor of his city and perhaps gover- 
nor of some wcnTem. state. But he got the 
nation into hit head that he could write 
and threw away his chances to win im- 
mortality by appointing policemen a«d 
notaries public. He took to writing books 
even nffcer he must have known the whole 
world was laughing; ever bis literary 
eflusions. He chose his career without 
eonsulting me, and if he is disappointed 
with the reeult let him look to it and not 
be saddling himself upon me by claiming 
kinibip. I am In no condition to stand 
any foo!ishn«s*. I have hard work to get 
credit at my grocers' now." 


In the year at the Russo-Turkish war 


this Kansas Clemens went to Europe to 
try his luck as a war correspondent. It 
does not bear on this story, but it may be 
of interest to add that he never got a 
chance to show his prowess in the line of 
war correspondence. Possibly his reputa- 
tion was enhanced by this absence of op- 
portunity. Anyway, Fourth of July of 
that year found G. C. Clemens on ship- 
board crossing the Atlantic. 
Already ho 


had been taken to be the only Mark, in 
epite of all bis statements to the contrary. 
He made a little speech at tbe Independ- 
ence day celebration, but the main address 
of the day was mode by some unknown 
who bore the title of colonel. Clemens 
having been chosen press agent, upon his 
arrival in Glasgow, he took the colonel's 
speech to the office of a newspaper to have 
It printed, with a report of tbe proceed- 
ings. He sent his card to the editor, and 
on leaving1 said to the editor: "If you 
leave out anything, leave out my own 
speech. If you print anything and leave 
out the colonel's speech, I can't stay here 
and be safe." The next day tbe city was 
placarded with such poster announcements 
M this: 
" 'Mark Twain on the Old Country,1 


Bee Glasgow Evening News." 


Clemens got a copy of the paper, and 


there was the colonel's speech, to be sure, 
but his own led th« story. Clemens tried 
all sorti of argnments to prove that ho 
wasn't Mark Twain, but All the editor 
said was, "If you want to travel incog., 
it'a all very well, but I caanot and will 
not tell my readori that the speech tbat I 
have published ai yours is not your own." 


That night Clemens went to the theater 


with Rome of his steamer friends, and 
grently to their amusement Hark Twain 
gaga vf»r» thr«wn »t him from the stage. 
Tbe next day crowds of people came to his 
hotel for his signature, He wrote his own 
honest name in their albums, and they 
departed happy. 


He began to be afraid that if the real 


Mark Twain showed up anywhere he — tho 
Kansas man — would be denounced as an 
impostor. So he fled to London and went 
to the Inns of Court hotel. In the next 
morning's paper ha saw tho announce- 
ment, "Mark Twain at the Inns of Court 
hotel." Now tho Kansas man felt really 
good, because he had made up his mind 
to go to the real Mwk and tell him all 
about it. So he asked the clerk for in- 
formation about Twain, and he discovered 
again that he himself rras the Mark talk- 
ed of. He was thrown ofl his feet by this 
statement, but he had self possession 
enough to skip to Paris. While there a 
letter came to him from the Glasgow edi- 
tor, asking him to come at once to Glas- 
gow. Thinking that the truth at lasfc was 
aboxit to come out, he returned and found 
that the editor wanted to submit to him a 
business proposition. The editor was to 
print anything tbat Olemens might choose 
to write denying that he was Mark 
Twain, and then pay Clemens well for 
traveling over Scotland and write it up 
"on the American plan." Clemens waa 
to be hiiusol' and no one else, and he was 
to get big pay for being honest. This 
looked like a profitable and reputable 
scheme, and Clemens wrote the letter 
denying his identity with Mark Twain, 
and then started ofl on his tonr. 
But 


when he got to the next town he found 
that his letter as published bad preceded 
him. 
Wor«e than that, it was accepted as 


only one more of "Mark Twain's things. " 


"Whnt's the use," said Clemens to him- 


self, "if a poor devil trying to be honest 
in such » country as this?" So he pre- 
pared to retam to his own Kansas, where 
at least he was what he was. But ha 
couldn't make a fly by night trip, so it 
came to pass when he wus on the ship that 
he was placed at the captain's right at the 
table, and for 11 long days he had to eat 
Mark Twain food aud drink Mark Twain 
drinks. 
Kind ladies got down Mark's 


books from the ship's library, and Clem- 
ens ha* to giro readings from "The 
Jumping Frog" and other of his ''own 
works." He lost hi* suspender buttons 
and collar buttons, which were taken 
front him as souvenirs, and as soon as ha 
reached Now York he rushed off to tho 
land where ho was known for what ' ho

Cisneros, one of the delegates, refused 
to sign the document! afcd created a 
scene. 


"Cuba is now independent," he said, 


"and I see no reason for sending this 
constitution to the United States for 
acceptance. The United States has no 
right to pass upon it, Dor it is a dis- 
tinctly Cuban 
document, and was 


drawn np by this convention, which has 
assumed the responsibility of establish- 
ing the republic." 
Several delegates 


crowded around him and endeavored to 
dissuade him from his course, but n« 
wa» immovable. 


As the delegates retired, Sector Tam- 


ayo remarked. "We axe all 
Cubans, 


senor," and Senor Cisneros replied. 
"Yes, when the time comes to fight the 
Americans we will fight them together." 


Then he turned toward the press 


table, and shaking his fist at the 
American newspaper men, he said: 
"The Americans are like the monkey. 
When the monkey closes its paw on a 
thing. It never wants to let go. 


This of course, is the wrong spirit. It 


is the revolutionary spirit that recog- 
nizes stability as its enemy. Cisneros 
would rather fight than build a ~ov- 
ernment, at least he belongs to the 
element that would rather see a fiefEt 
than permanent peaceful conditions.

J. Sterling Morton's "The Conserva- 


tive" established in Nebraska City, 
Nebraska, in 1898 has not love for Wil- 
liam Jennings Bryan s>.nd his ways, par 
ticularly his ways in printing his pa- 
per, "The Commoner," Mr. Morton 
never had any love for Bryan and 
Bryanism. Betlring from the office of 
secretary of agriculture u-der Cleve- 
land, Mr. Morton became the' open op- 
ponent of the financial doctrines pro- 
piounded by the • man from his own 
state, Mr. Bryan, then candidate for 
the presidency 
on the 
democratic 


ticket. Mr. Morton supplied 
himself 


with an uncoined silver piece exactly 
the size and weight of a silver dollar 
*nd never rested in exhibiting it, tell- 
ing the price he paid for it and com- 
paring it with the silver dollar to show 
how he regarded the doctrines of Mr. 
Bryan. He spent an evening in the 
Wilson house in this city in the fall of 
1896 in this kind of education, being on 
his way from Washington to visit his 
old friend, Professor Perry of Williams 
college.

THE GAME OF MOCCASIN, 


It U the Inciltm Original of th« SI jll 


John Tipton, ono of the comminsionara 


who chose the si to of the state capital ami 
v/lio bus left a diary of his wilderness 
journey and the attending events, tells 
how, on two or throo occasions, he found 
his companions engaged in the game of 
"mockusou." It would be difficult now, 
perhaps, to find one who from memory 
oould gire Information concerning this 
game, but the late Robert Duncan has left 
& fugitive description of it. 


Moccasin wa* a gambling game much 


practiced among the Delaware Inuians 
«nd was borrowed of them by the white 
settlers. As originally plavcd. n t'eerskin 
was spread upon the ground and a half 
dozen nptur/ied moccasins arranged in a 
eemicirole witi:iB easy reach of t-ho player. 
Thu latter, holding to view a good sized 
bullet, then quickly thrust his lianu un- 
der uuch moccasin in ./urn, leaving the 
bullet under ono of them. This won dano 
F.O skillfully a,a to lenro the onlooker in 
doubt and the gambling consisted in bet- 
ting where tho bullet was. This was 
nailed "moccasin." 
Subsequently tho 


whites modiflod the gjirue slightly by plac- 
ing caps on the tnble, and tho imrco bo- 
cauie ohangud to ' 'bullet. " It was played 
BO extensively among tho pioneers as to 
become a reoog.'iized evil, and on tbo early 
statutes stands a law making gambling 
ct "bullet" n Unable offense. 


Tho game in this form hns long since 


dropped out of use, but ic reappears as the 
modern "shell racket, " in which walnut 
shells and a pellet are used and by which 
professional robbers mulcb goslings who 
aspire to rub them. 


There was also mother game, or rather, 


trial of muscle, called "long bullet," that 
was popular in the twenties. A ball 
weighing about a pound was tossed, and 
the player who sent it farthest in threa 
trials was tho winner. Thero was like- 
wise, it is said, a law against "long bul- 
let," forbidding the casting of the weight 
across any public highway.

The new scheme, reported some da-vs 


ago as having'been adopted in this city, 
of thawing out frozen water pipes by 
electricity, is proving more and more 
successful every day, and this morning 
was given a test which assures it per- 
manent place in the repertory of North 
Adams city official accomplishments.

vate pipe on Laurel avenue. The piae 
is only about thre feet below the sur- 
face and was frozen solidly. The dis- 
tance was between 300 and 400 feet. The 
electrical transformer which is used 
was taken to the place, connections 
made rWith a hydrant at the corner of 
Liberty st 2ct--and to the'pipes in the 
last house en. Laurel avenue. The cur- 
rent was then turned on, being taken 
from an Plfoti'tr light wire, and in 25 
minutes the work was completed. With-' 
out this system the whole riise would 
have to have been dug up, anl operation 
that with the ground in its present con- 
dition TCould.hevfi taken-a long time.

Mr. Ziegler has announced that he ia 


prepared to spend a million dollars if 
necessary, and Mr. Baldwin brings to 
the work a large amount of practical 
experience and years of special study. 


Mr. Baldwin went with the Peary ex- 


pedition of 1893 as meteorologist and 
in 1S97 went to Spitzbergen to join An- 
d:-ce in the latter's balloon expedition, 
but was prevented by lack of room in 
the balloon car. 
Pushing northward 


after tins disappointment, Mr. Bald- 
win spent that season studying arctic 
conditions, and in 189S-9 be went to 
Franz-Josef Land as a member of the 
Wellman arctic expedition. 


His plans for the coming attempt to 


rench the pole were formed aftei*five 
years' close study. 
He laid them be- 


fore Mr. Ziegler, and tbe latter not 
only approved thpm, but promised to 
furnish all the money needed. 


He will have the most extensive 


transport train ever carried on such a 
voyage. Besides buying abort. 400 Es- 
kimo dogs, he has 15 Siberian ponies 
for draft purposes. Of vessels, tbe ex- 
pedition will have the America, tho 
strongest whaler of the Dundee fleet, 
and the Frithjof, which was used last 
year by Professor Koltoff of the Dp- 
sala uuivei-sity, Sweden, on a trip to 
Greenland. 


Tbe main expedition will be on the 


America. She is a three masted sail- 
ing vessel provided 
with auxiliary 


Bti-ani pOTi'er, driving p single screw. 
She is 15" feet long and will carry GOO 
tons of cargo. Der sides are two feet 
thick. She is being fitted out at Dun- 
dee, 
Scotland. 


On board tbe Frithjof, which will 


carry extra supplies, will go a scientif- 
ic corps, consisting of experts in geo- 
graphical charting, photography, geol- 
ogy, 
mineralogy, zoology, botany and 


meteorology. These will have a labor- 
atory on board with complete sets of 
instruments. 
A special study is to be 


made of the upper air currents. 


Accommodations will also be provid- 


ed on the Frithjof for a party of sports- 
men. 
According to the plans so far 


disclosed, tbe Frithjof will sail from 
Troinso, Norway, about June 25. for 
Franz-Josef Land, where she will be 
Joined later by tbe America* which will 
probably sail from Dundee. Tbe two 
vessels will then proceed in company 
until about Sept. 1, when the Frithjof 
will turn southward. 


That there will be an international 


race toward the pole between tbe Bnld- 
win-Ziegler e.sp?dilion and one jointly 
organized by Dr. Nansen of Norway 
and Prince Louis of Savoy, duke of the 
Abnizzi. now seems certain. 


In Brooklyn Interest centers more in 


tbe Penry expedition to fled the nortli 
pole than in the one being organized 
by Mr. Ziegler. Tho north pole enthu- 
siasts in that city are mostly members-- 
of the Peary club. 
The two expedi- 


tions are considered rivals, and yet the 
Pearyites hope if Mr. Penry doesn't 
find the pole flrst that Mr. Baldwin 
will, and Mr. Peary is tb£ second choice 
of tho friends of Mr. Baldwin.

builder of Brooklyn, has conrflrted a 
huge clocli filled witfl all sortsof odd 
attachments. 


Wot only does this clock keep correct 


time, but it has several gets of chimea, 
electric lights, a phonograph, a munic 
box, a ttwession of ecclesiastical fig- 
ures, a couple of miniature breechload- 
lug cannon, a gas warming device, an 
electrk- faa and an aUrni. 


It took the maker just a year to col- 


lect all tie materials be desired aad to 
drafi his design ancl cut oar with a 
scroll saw the hundreds ci" pieces of 
wood. The whole affair stands 8 ,,'eet; 
is 4 f^et in width and 3 feet deep. The 
woods used ia making it were ebony, 
white maple, oak, mahogany aad wal- 
nut. No less than 2~ Latteries are eai- 
ploypil in producing: tbe t'orfp necessary 
to operate all tho devices pertaining to 
this clock. 


First one- hears the tinkling of a set 


of fine chimes in th.; twin towers. Then 
the tiby electric bulbs glaaru ort here 
aad there, and simultaneously the pro- 
cession of figures starts in motion and 
passes in review. Aftpr a brief pause 
the melody of the chimes is succeaded 
by a familiar air evoked from the mu- 
sic box concealed in the center of the 
clock body.

now with cod, 1,500 of which have ' 
beea duly tagged and released this 
year. 


No two tags are alike, the markings 


on them being stamped in a series of 
letters and numbers, a record of which 
is kept in a book in such a manner 
that if a tagged codfish turns up a mo- 
ment's reference to the memoranda will 
furnish the history of that particular 
specimen, with date of 
liberation, 


weight, etc. For example, a cod wear- j 
ing a tag with tbe raised inscription i 
"S 10O" bas a complete Identification 
! 


card, so that she cannot be mixed up 
with any other flsh entered in the com- , 
mission's ledger. 
, 


Only "brood fish" — that is, spawning i 


females— are tagged. They are bought ' 
from fishermen, stripped of their e^gs i 
at Wood's Holl, Mass., and liberated in 
the waters of Vineyard sound after , 
having the tags attached to them. The 
tag, says the Chicago Inter Ocean, is 
a small piece of copper securely fasten- 
ed by a wire placed through a fin near 
its juncture with the body. It does not 
matter which fin is chosen, though n 
back or tail fin is the best. The tag is 
very light, sncl its attachment in tho 
manner described does no harm what- 
ever to the flsh.

ates the PUtsfield and North Adams 
street railway lines, as far as uermis- 
sion to build is conberned. As resorted 
in the Transcript yesterday, the speci- 
men of Lanesboro yesterday granted 
permission to the Pittsfield street rail- 
way to extend its tracks through that 
to\\n. The Pittsfield company can 
thcrelore extend to the Cheshire town 
line on the suuUv, while the Hoosac 
Valley company of this city has already 
beeri granted permission to extend to 
the Cheshire tov, n line on the north. 


The Berkshire or "million 
dollar" 


company opposed the Pittsfield com- 
pany at Lanesboro only mildly. 
Its 


hearing in Cheshire comes March. 4, 
while the 'date for the hearings on the 
petitions of the Hoosac Valley and Pitts 
field companies have nbt been set, as 
ye*t, oa account of the'necessity of se- 
curing authority Urom the state rail- 
road commission. It is in Cheshire, 
however, that the real fight is expected 
to come. 


Some interesting statements 
were 


made at the hearing in Lanesboro- yes- 
terday, Manager Dolan of the Pittsfield 
company irJtimated that the Berkshire 
company were "pirates," while as men- 
tioned in yesterday's issue, Lawyer 
Hibbard for the Berkshire company 
made the prophecy that the Pittsfleld 
company would never build through 
Lanesboio. There is also interest in 
the statement of Manager Dolan that 
the Pittsfield company would have been 
:eady for the extension to Cheshire 
some three years ago if the Hoosac 
Valley company of this city city had 
been ready to meet them at that time. 


The attendance at the hearing was 


very large, as large as if it were town 
meeting day. 
The hearing was open- 


ed by the- r.sUing- for remonstrance, but 
nobcay arC'-^red to object to the grant- 
ing- of the route. A statement; from the 
Pittsfield company was then read.which 
was in part as Hollows: 


"This company by reason of the cour- 


tesy which its officers felt should exist 
between the North Adams street rail- 
way company and itself had arranged 
to meet the tracks of that comoany in 
the village of Cheshire. This under- 
standing still exists arid if our 
i>eti-> 


tions are granted we intend and asrree 
to build our part as soon as it can 
possibly be done. We have every rea- 
son to believe that permits will be giv- 
en us to build both m your town and 
Cheshire, aril if this is done this com- 
pany stands ready to guarantee the 
tracks wall be laid to connect with the 
North Adams company. 
We do not 


think we are betraying any confidence 
in stating that your town would have 
beerJ petitioned before but for the de- 
sire of the North Adains company to 
postpone action until this year. 


"It would seem that Berkshire countv 


should realize that this is no sudden 
move, that there is plenty oil evidence 
cm record that the plans stated were on 
foot long before ar.y other parties came 
into this field, an'J that these 51ans are 
b5ing- carried out in a lestiflmate and 
business like rr.annc-r. 


"The people of Lanesboro as well as 


all of Berkshire county want to con- 
sider the advantage of having- a trolley 
system that will connect them with the 
roads already built ai U with roads to 
be built that will give the best advan- 
tage of safe and rapid transit. 


"The Pittsfield company has a record 


of successful oneraticn and fl-eedom 
from friction with town or city authori- 
ties. 
The pystem which they p; opose 


will be with Berkshire capital, and they 
guarantee to carry it out and build the 
line substantially, as stated, provided 
the necessary authority is given them. 
Should rbt Berkshire take them at 


requested the company to build as early 
as possible in order that they might 
have the benefit of the use of the road 
during the summer months.
